Wasrhington, January 20.—President 
Wilson’s suggestion to congress today 
in his trust address that the govern- 
ment and business men are ready to 
meet each other half way “in a com- 
mon effort to square business methods 
with both public opinion and the law,” 
fell on attentive ears and struck a 
responsive chord in representatives of 
differing political parties. 

The atmosphere of co-operation and 
“accommodation” in the message; the 
reforms proposed, expressed in terms 
of conservatism, and the spirit of 
friendliness to supersede antagonism in 
dealing with big business, which domi- 
nated the presidént’s thoughts, aroused 
expressions of approval from all sides. 
Few discordant notes were sounded in 
comments from members of the con- 
gress who are, to pass upon legisia- 
tion urged to prohibit monopoly and 
hold men of business within the law. 

Throughout the delivery of the ad- 
dress, the assembled senators and rep- 
resentatives listened intently to every 
word, applauding frequently when the 
president began enumeration of evils 
which he believed needed remedying. 

His proposal for an interstate trade 
commission to facilitate business and 
keep it in the straight path: the recom- 
mendation of laws to prohibit iInter- 
locking directorates and holding com- 
panies; suggestions for authority to 
regulate railroad securities; for an act 
that would fix guilt upon individuals 
instead of punishing business, and that 
the courts be opened to individuals 
harmed py liliegal business—all these 
were received with general approval, 
evidenced by enthusiastic applause. 


Action Follows Message. 

Before the -plaudits of his audience 
had e@ased and as the president was 
passing from the house chamber, where 
his successive appearances since last 


April have contributed to the nation’s 
history, his.utterances ‘had  precip!- 
tated action. 

Lepresentative Underwood, majority 
leader of the house, was the first to 
act. As soon as the house reconvened 
after the joint session, held to hear the 
president, he offered a motion to re- 
fer to the interstate and foreign com- 
merce committee the suggestions for 
the creation of an interstate trade com- 
mission, and for a law empowering the 
interstate commerce commission to 
regulate the issuance of railroad se- 
Curities, and to the committee on 
judiciary, the proposals relating to 
legislation designed to supplement, but 
not amend, the Sherman anti-trust act. 
This motion was adopted and it was 
announced iater that both committees 
would begin work at once and arrange 
for public hearings. 

The action of the house in referring 
portions of the message to the inter- 
state and foreign commerce committee, 
of which Representative Adamson, of 
Georgia, is chairman, somewhat dis- 
turbed the program mapped out by the 
judiciary subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Clayton, of Alabama, 
which already had held hearings and 
prepared a tentative draft of a trade 
commission hill. Representative Clay- 
ton had protested vainly against any 
of the trust regulation program being 
taken from his committee, and while 
Mr. Underwood was offering his mo- 
tion to refer, Mr. Clayton and Repre- 
sentative Carlin, of Virginia, stood at 
his elbow pleading that he change his 
course of action. 

Members of the house judiciary com- 
mittee and members of the senate in- 
terstate commerce committee, headed 
by Senator Newlands, of Nevada, con- 
ferred again on plans for expediting 
the bills to be submitted to congress. 
Later, Senator Newlands talked with 
Joseph 1. Davis, commissioner of cor- 
porations, who read the trade commis- 
sion bill proposed by the judiciary 
subcommittee. This measure now will 
be introduced from the senate commit- 
tee, Probably tomorrow. 

Expressions on the Message. 

Expressions on the message came 
freely from senators and representa- 
tives, democratic, republican and pro- 
eressive. The only unfavorable criti- 
cisms emanated from progressives, 
Representative Murdock, the third 
party leader, asserting that the sug- 
Sestions for the solution of the trust 
evil were “inadequate,” and would ren- 
der the trust evil more acute. 

“The president's planis inadequate,”’ 
declared Mr. Murdock. “Like all inad- 
equate plans, it will render the trust 
evil more acute. It will not remedy. 
The president is well intentioned, but 
So long as there are reactionary forces 


in his party he cannot get results in 
this problem.” 

One of the most significant comments 
came from Senator Gallinger, leader of 
the republican minority in the upper 
house, who represents the most con- 
Servative type of republicanism. 

The president’s recommendations 
are moderate,” said Senator Gallinger, 
and, for the most part, wise. It seems 
to me there is nothing in the recom- 
mendations that need disturb business 
men or that would justify radical legis- 
lation. If the democratic members in 
both branches of congress will formu- 
late bills along the lines suggested by 
the president and abandon their meth- 
od of legislation by party caucus, they 
will find the republicans ready to co- 
Opetate with them in bringing about 
legislation that will be of real beenfit 
to the country andwill harm no one.”

Washington, January 20.—Speaker 
Clark’s declination of an invitation to 
attend a democratic dinner tomorrow 
evening at Calvert Hall, the historic 
home of Lord Baltimore, at which Sec- 
retary Bryan is to be a guest, stirred 
up 80 much commotion that the speak- 
er issued a characteristio statement. 

Published reports connected the 
speaker’s declination with the pres- 
ence of Secretary Bryan, and echoes 
of the Baltimore . couyention. The 
speaker did not dignify this sugges- 
tion with a reference, but explained 
that he has declined all socral functions 
except those he felt it necessary to 
attend as the speaker of the house. 

“I have. cut all dinners and func- 
tions except those [I fell under obli- 
gations to attend in my official ca- 
pacity,” said the speaker. “I did this 
for two reasons: 1. Because I have 
not time to attend them. I have too 
much to do. 2. Mr. Spofford, so long 
librarian of congress, once told me 
that most public men and army and 
navy officers who died in Washington 
‘dug their graves with their own teeth,’ 
a saying which I took to heart. 

“The people of the country are not 
interested to any considerable extent 
about dinners in Washington, but they 
are interested very much as to what 
congress does, and when it does it, and 
I am trying my best to expedite busi- 
ness so that we can get away from 
here before the frost flies next fall 
and give the count a rest. That is 
a good policy for both the country 
and the democratic party.” 


FUGENIC WEDDING LAW 
DECLARED TO BE VOID 


Court Holds Wisconsin Un- 
reasonably Impairs Right of 
Persons to Enter Matrimony. 


Milwaukee, Wis., January 20.—The 
Wisconsin eugenic law, which provides 
for the issuance of marriage licenses 
only upon a certificate of a clean bill 
of health, was this afternoon declared 
unconstiutional by Judge F. C. Esch- 
weiler, of the circuit court. The case 
will go to the supreme court. 

Judge Eschweiler held that the eu- 
genics law has unreasonable statutory 
limitations so far as physicians’ fees 
are concerned, and that it is an un- 
reasonable and material impairment of 
the right of persons to enter into 
matrimony. 

The law is also praised Decause of its 
movement toward suppression of sex- 
ual diseases, but is condemned because 
its’ enforcement is impossible. 

The court held that if the state 
wishes to exercise rts right for pre- 
venting undesirables from marriage it 
should weed out the unfit, and thereby 
not cast upon the fit an unfair de- 
mand and thus materially impair an 
innlienable right. 

Alfred Peterson and Miss Hattie 
Schmidt made application for a mar- 
riage license January the day on 
which the law went into force. Clerk 
; Widele refused the petition because 

the man did not have a certificate of 
health from a physician. Peterson 
sought recourse in the courts and to- 
day’s decision by Judge Eschweiler 
will enable him to obtain the license 
without the medical examination.

versely to the locker clubs by the 
court of appeals yesterday will make 
it necessary for every locker club in 
teorgia to materially changé its 
method of doing business .if it wants 
to preserve its license. 

The cases in question were against 
the secretary and treasurer of’ the 
Elks’ club in Macon, and against the 
manager of the Owls’ club in Valdosta. 
In the former case, the court held 
that C. R. Wright, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Elks’ club, was not guilty 
of a violation of the prohibition law, 
although the club with which he was 
connected was. 

In the case of the Owls’ club from 
Valdosta, in which case the members 
purchased coupon books which were 
good for their cash value in drinks, 
the manager, B. A. Deal, was held 
guilty of violating the prohibition law, 
and the judgment of the lower court, 
which sentenced him to pay a fine of 
$1,000 or te serve twelve months in 
the chaingang, was affirmed. 

Charge of Judge Erroneous. 

In the Macon case, where Judge 
Henry A. Mathews, the trial judge, 
had charged that all members of lock- 
er clubs which were illegally selling 
liquors were equally guilty of viola- 
tion of the law, the appellate court 
held that the charge was erroneous. 
It says: 

“A member of a bona fide social club 
which has paid the tax required by 
law as a condition precedent to keep- 
ing on hand intoxicating liquors for 
the use of its members, and which 
dispenses such liquors in q@ manner 
prohibited by law, is not by reason 
of his membership guilty of either 
selling intoxicating liquors or of keep- 
ing them on hand at his place of busi- 
négs.”’ * 

His failuré to object to such sale 
does not amount to a crime. In like 
manner the court holds that the secre- 
tary and treasurer of such a_ club 
whose duties are to collect dues from 
members is not guilty of violating the 
law, even though he knows of illegal 
sales that are being made by the club. 

In the Valdosta case, however, the 
court rules finally against coupon 
books or any other similar method of 
distributing liquors to club members. 
Whether or not a profit is made from 
the sale does not affect the violation 
of the law. The decision, which is 
the most sweeping one yet handed 
down in locker club cases, says: 


These M@Magers Are Guilty. 

“The manager of a social club who 
orders intoxicating liquors for the use 
of its members and who, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, procures, counsels, 
commands, aids or abets in the mak- 
ing of a sale of such liquors, is guilty 
as principal. This is true, although 
the manager may not have been pres- 
ent when the particular sale Was made 
and may not have had Knowledge of 
such saie after it was consummated. 

“Where a number of persons each 
contribute money to an agent who 
purchases stock of intoxicating liquors 
and thereafter dispenses upon the or- 
der of one of such persons a quantity 
of the liquor in exchange for a book 
of coupons, which had been purchased 
by such person to whom the liquor 
had been delivered, the transaction is 
a sale in violation of the prohibition 
law, notwithstanding the persons for 
whose benefit the liquor was purchased 
composed a bona fide club and the use 
of the liquor was only an incident to 
the main purpose of the club, and al- 
though no profit was made by the 
sale.” 

This is declared to be true whether 
the persons composing the club are 
incorporated or are only a voluntary 


association. 


Will Be Violation of Law. 

In the course of the decision’ the 
court makes it plain that any use of 
the money derived from the sale of 
liquor to members or from filling their 
orders, to replenish the stock of in- 
toxicants, will be held a violation of 
the law. In order to come within the 
law, it must appear that the money 
contributed by members to keep on 
hand an individual stock of liquor 
must be appropriated to that purpose 
and no other. 

In another important decision, Dent 

the State, from Johnson county, 
the court holds that "lager beer’ as 
such will hereafter 
an intoxicant. It says: 

“The law recognizes without proof 
that lager beer is an intoxicating 
liguor.”’ 

Both of the locker club 
were written by Judge J, 
who will leave the bench 
days. 

Representatives of the leading clubs 
in Atlanta declined to discuss the lock- 
er club decisions of the court of ap- 
peals and the effect which they would 
have on the management of their re- 
spective clubs. They declared that the 
clubs would be managed so as to meet 
the requirements of the law, and that 
was all.

tary of the state Baptists at large. 

EF. J. Cooledge gave the meeting a 
strong impetus forihard work during 
the two weeks’ c ign by announc- 
ing that there had Already been prom- 
ised two large subscriptions, one for 
$5,000 and another for $1,000. A 
$100 and a $50 subscription were also 
announced. a 

Race for Charches. 

The pastors of the leading Baptist 
churches in the city were present, be- 
sides several promffent laymen. The 
churches were instructed to appoint 
committees to start; work immediately 
soliciting subecriptions from their 
members. A challefige was given Dy 
the representatives of the Ponce de 
Leon Avenue Baptist church to the 
First and Second churches to enter a 
tri-cornered race for the raising of the 
largest amount. Each church expects 
to raise as much as $25,000.

LOVE FOR PUBLICITY

That One Was About a 
Pending Bankruptcy Case. 


Macon. Ga.. January 20,—The trend 
of the investigation here of charges of 
official misconduct against Judge 
Emorv Speer. of the United States 
court. southern distriet of Georgia, by a 
subcommittee of the judiciary commit- 
tee the house of representatives, 
shifted again this afternoon. The 
committee examined two witnesses re- 
garding alleged use of drugs by 
Judge Speer. The fact was brought out 
that at long intervals he has had filled 
a prescription containing cocaine, and

‘called by him his “hay fever solution,” 


and that once or twice, while in pain, a 
physician had given him a hypoder- 
mic injection of morphine. 

L. F. Pellew. a local druggist, testi- 
fied that about ten years ago a pre- 
scription had been filled by him for 
Judge Speer. The prescription was a 
one or two-ounce, 3 per cent solution 
of cocaine, he said. Once or twice @ 
year for the past decade, he said, he 
had refilled the original prescription, 
at the telephone request of Judge 
Speer, or in response to a request sent 
by messenger. For the past year he 
had not filled the prescription at all, 
he testified. Judge Speer had never 
called in person for the drug, accord- 
ing to his statement. 

Gave Speer Morphine. 

Dr. W. J. Little, said to be one of the 
leading physicians of Macon, and for 
the past three or four years in ocCa- 
sional attendance on Judge Speer, 
stated that he had on one, or possibly 
two, occasions given Judge Speer a 
hypodermic injection of morphine. At 
the time the jurist was suffering from 
a severe attack of indigestion. . The. 
|. dose was a minimum ore, the physician 
stated, and its effect was such as to 
indicate that Judge Speer was not an 
habitue of the drug. 

He explained that Judge Speer’s 
complexion has possibly given cause 
for public rumors to the effect that 
he was addicted to the use of narcotics, 
but that in his opinion this complexion 
was due to partial obstruction of bile 
ducts. 

Another new line of inquiry touched 
during the day’s proceedings was 
Speer’s alleged love of news- 
paper notoriety. T. J. Simmons, man-~ 
azine editor of The Macon News, testi- 
fied that Judge Speer had frequently 
sent him articles for publication. One 
of these articles, he stated, concerned 
a bankruptcy case pending before 
Judge Speer, and was published as @ 
news item and without signature. 
Boost for Supreme Court. 


Another article, he said, urged the 
appointment of Judge Speer as a jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the United 
tates, and purported to be written by, 
the man who brought it to The News 
ofce. The witness expressed skepti- 
cism regarding the ability of the pur- 
ported author to write an article of 
such brilllancy. 

George H. Long, managing editor of 
The Macon Telegraph, was questioned 
briefly. He stated that The Telegraph 
had published articles written by 
Judge Speer concerning the Balkan 
war. 

Henry G. Tucker, deputy United 
States marshal, read entries from a

It was claimed that these fines were 
not assessed in open court. He also 
read an entry of the payment of $3 to 
Charles Mulholland, court crier. He 
was Closely questioned as to whether 
Mulholland had worked for Judge 
Speer while drawing a salary from the 
federal government. He admitted that 
Mulholland, had acted as personal 
servant for Judge Speer, but could not 
state positively that at the time he 
was on the pay roll as court crier or 
messenger. Judge Speers counsel in- 
troduced letters from the attorney 
general permitting messengers to he 
in attendance on Judge Speer in cham-. 
bers at his home. 

The committee spent a considerable 
portion of the day’s session probing 
the alleged delay of Judge Speér in 
making the mandate of the supreme 
court of the "inited States the judg- 
ment of the lower court in the Jemison 
aabeas corpus case. Counsel outlined 
the contention of the defense that 
Judge Speer acted only after Jemison 
had exhausted every resource of the 
state courts, and that he had not de- 
fied the authority of the higher 
tribunal. 

Owing to the failure of certain wit- 
nésses to appear, the _ investigation 
proceeded slowly, the committee ad- 
journing at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

Personal Feeling Shown. 

J. W. Preston, a Macon lawyer, was 
the first witness today. He testified 
Judge Speer displayed personal feeling 
in @ case in which he had represented 
the defendant. 

“I must say that in my opinion the 
overpowering influence of Judge Spee 
resulted in theconviction of my client, 
he asserted. He then added: 

“TIT do not think that Judge Speer 
wilfully and wrongfully violated th 
higher obligations of his office. He 
is an intense man, which was much 
manifested on that occasion.” 

The scope of the investigation was 
indicated by the statement of Colonel 
Preston that the trial occurred twenty- 
one years ago. 

Minter Wimberly, former city attor- 
ney of Macon, testified that he had pe- 
titioned Judge Speer to make the man- 
date of the supreme court of the United 
States in the Henry Jemison case the 
judgement of the United States court, 
suthern district of Georgia. He stated 
that Judge Speer instructed him to file 
the petition with the clerk of the court, 
which he did. Jemison, he said, was 
immediately rearrested. Judge Speer 
then cited Mr. Wimberly for contempt, 
but the contempt proceedings had nev- 
er been heard. Jemison, it was brought 
out by yesterday’s testimony, had been 
arrested for violation of a city ordi- 
nance and had been released by Judge 
Speer on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
city of Macon appealed to the supreme 
court of the United States, which had 
sustained its contentino that Judge 
Speer was without jurisdictino. 

“You represented the city of Macon

We will 
read them all. ‘hat we are trying to 
find out is if Judge Speer defied the 
mandate of the supreme court of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Howard, at this juncture, ex- 
Plained what he held to be the gist of 
the Jemison 

in effect it was as follows: a 

That the night-the United States su- 
preme court Mandate came to -Macon 
and Jemison -was rearrested, that he 
at once applied to the superior court 
of Bibb county for a writ of habeas 
corpus; that Judge W. H. Felton denied 
this and refused to admit him to bond; 
that in doing this he put Jemison back 
to where he would have to go on serv- 
ing this alleged illegal penal servitude, 
which he was fighting against. Thus, 
Jemison had contended, he had “ex- 
haustéd every remedy in the _ state 
courts,” as the mandate of the supreme 
court had directed, and that. when 
Judge Speer granted.the. second writ in 
the federal court he was within his ju- 
risdiction. In the meantime, the su- 
preme court had ruled on the Pearson 
case, which, Mr. Howard stated, applied 
on the Jemison case.

? Afternoon Session. 

Mr. Howard, of counsel for the de- 
fense, at the afternoon session read 
from the minutes of Judge Speer’s 
court, an order adjourning the court 
on October 16, 1905, until May, 1906, 
on account of the rebuilding of the 
courtroom.

gone before Judge Speer and pm gy, 
ed to disqualify him from hearing the 
bankruptcy case. 

Asked if he had received an edito- 
rial suggesting the appointment of 
Judge Speer to the bench of the United 
States supreme court, he answered in 
the affirmative. He said that the edi- 
torial was brought to the office by a 
man who claimed to be its author. 

‘Do you think he was?” 

“Well, I don't know, but the lan- 
guage was a little more vigorous than 
I thought he could handle.” 

George H. Long, managing editor of 
The Macon Telegraph, stated that he 
had received communications for pub- 
lication from Judge Speer. 

Sold Speer Cocaine. 

L. E. Pellew, druggist, stated that 
he had sold Judge Speer cocaine for 
the past ten years. The prescription 
was written about ten years ago, he 
said, and was refilled on request. Judge 
Speer, he stated, called for the drug 
by asking him to fill his “hay fever 
solution.” 

The prescription was filled but once 
or twice a year, he testified, and con- 
sisted of one or two ounces, a 3 per 
cent solution. Last year, he stated, the 
prescription had not been filled at all. 
Judge Speer had never called in per- 
son for the prescription but had tele- 
phoned or sent a messenger, he stated. 

He admitted that he had declined to 
make an affidavit at the request of 
Special Examiner Lewis, concerning 
the sale of the drug. 

“Why?” asked Chairman Webb. 

“Because under the laws of Georgia 
the sale of cocaine is forbidden and I 
didn’t want to incriminate myself.” 

“If it would incriminate you last 
summer, why not now? Have you con- 
sulted with Judge Speer’s attorney re- 
garding your testimony?’ he was 
asked. 

“T have,” was the reply. 

In answer to questions he stated

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INTENDED CONCUBINAGE 
GROUND FOR EXCLUSION

Swiss Millionaire Who Brought 
Woman to United States | 
Forever Barred. | 


' 


New York, January 20.—A ruling of! 
the United States supreme court that 
“intended concubinage” is ground for 
the exclusion of aliens, was broadened 
and supplemented today by the United 
States circuit court of appeals in a 
decision dispensing of habeas corpus 
proceedings instituted in behalf of 
Hans Bauer, a Swiss millionaire who. 
while belonging to the class excluded, | 
applied for naturalization and obtained 
first papers in September, 1911. The 
decision holds that aliens who have 
been excluded for “intended concu- 
binage,” whether they return singly or 
together, are forever barred from the 
United States. 

In his statement of the case, Judge 
Henry Wade Rogers says Bauer came 
to this country in June, 1910, and was 
charged with attempting to bring a! 
woman for immoral purposes. Bauer! 
and the woman were deported, but the 
man returned the following month and 
was admitted. In 1911 he made a trip 
to Europe, and on hig return, again 
was admitted. In the early part of 
1913 the immigration inspectors at 
Chicago, where Bauer had established 
a large business, suggested his de- 
portation. 

The Swiss government, meanwhile, 
had asked for his extradition for al- 
leged fraudulent sales of mining stock 
in Switzerland. The ensuing extradi- 
tion proceedings against Bauer failed, 
but in July, last, he was brought to 
iNew York for deportation. The habeas 
corpus proceedings resulted.

The 5,000 Refugees Now in 
a Corral at Fort Bliss--Gen. 
Mercado Says Orozco Is a 
Coward--Refugees Grateful 


Paso, Texas, January 20.—The 
Mexican federal soldiers, six 
Mexican generals and 1,369 women 
and children who sought asylum in 
the United States after they were 
driven out of Ojinaga, Mexico, by Gen- 
eral Fransico Villa’s rebel forces, ar- 
rived in El Paso today. They will be 
held at the Fort Bliss military res- 
ervation. 

Arriving in ten trains from Marfa, 
TeXas, the refugees were taken at once 
to Fort Bliss, where they were put in 
a camp inclosed by a barbed wire 
fence and guarded by United States 
troops. The refugees had marched 67 
miles overland from Presidio, Texas, to 
Marfa. 

The first of the refugees to step off 
the train was General Mercado. 

General Mercado was joined by his 
wife and three sisters-in-law. About 
one-third of the common soldiers are 
accompanied by their wives. 

Mextiec Village on U. S. Soil. 

As soon as they could be assorted, 
the 4,669 refugees to be fed, shelter- 
ed and clothed by the war department 
were assigned to permanent quarters, 
and soon a series of campfires told 
that a Mexican village, suddenly im- 
planted on American soil, was prepar- 
ing for breakfast. 

None of the foreign soldiers or their 
officers will be permitted to leave the 
barbed wire inclosure. They will be 
@uarded day and night to prevent any 
possible escape of the men back to 
Mexico. 

Looking over the wide, well order- 
ed camp of the United States army 
near by, General Mercado, with fresh 
memories of the disorder at Ojinaga in 
mind, said: 

“The United States is, indeed, a civ? 
ilized country.” 

Each train of refugees was run into 
the camp on a spur. The unloading 
presented an animated scene. With 
the women disarmed, Mexican soldiers 
the tumbled off dogs and fighting 
cocKs, saved from the'‘battle of Ojina- 
ga and lovingly carried on the long 
march. One family even unloaded a

“purro, still paeked with domestic uten- 


sils. Sightseers from El Paso were 
kept outside the barbed wire stockade. 


Mercado Attacks Orozco. 

General Mercado defended his aban- 
donment of Ojinaga and charged Gen- 
eral Pascual Orozco with cowardice 
and insubordination. 

General Mercado detailed his reasons 
for taking asylum in this country. He 
said Orozco repeatedly had robbed the 
federal privision train, had become 
arrogant, had refused to attack the 
rebels, had abandoned his own troops 
and ha run away under fire to give 
the impression that he heroically 
would remain on the Mexican side to 
fight more battles, whereas Orozco was 
afraid to cross into the United States 
becauses of an indictment pending 
against him here. He said Orozco had 
demanded money and had placed 
drunken officers at the head of his 
forces. 

General Mercado charged that Gen- 
eral Ynez Salazar and General Antonio 
Rojas, volunteer commanders, ' were 
cowardly under fire and that they 
abandoned their posts as soon as the 
rebels appeared. 

“Events after our arrival at Ojinaga 
were attended by quarrels and dis- 
obedience on the part of Orozco, Sal- 
azar and Rojas,’ said Mercado. “Oroz- 
co robbed our own provision train. His 
friends have tried to make it appear 
that he was too proud to cross to the 
United States and that he preferred to 
remain in Mexico to the finish of the 
campaign. Orozco ran away from his 
troops and the proof is that his troops 
are with us now. 

“When Villa made his final attack 
our troops were demoralized by rea- 
son of the cowardice of Orozco, Salazar 
and Rojas. Besides, our ammunition 
was short. 

“When the truth is known it will be 
realized that the criticism of me in 
taking the army to foriegn soil was 
unjust. I wish the whole world to 
know that our disgrace, however bit- 
ter, was not born of any cowardice on 


‘the part of those who crossed the Rio 


Grande.” 
Read for Court-Martial, 

General Mercado said he was ready 
to go to Mexico City to stand trial by 
court-martial. He said he would dis- 
prove charges that he left Chihuahua 
because of money furnished by the 
Terrazas family. 

General Salvador Mercado, when his 
soldiers tumbled off the trains that 
brought them from Marfa, Texas, still 
was commander of his troops, but his 
authority was subordinate to that of 

American officers. His duties 
were to assist in organizing 
camp. He worked directly under 
Brigadier General Hugh L. Scott, of 
the United States army, and showed 
his gratitude for the treatment of him- 
self and his men by cautioning the 
Mexican soldiers to obey orders. 

Similar evidences of gratitude were 
shown by Generals Castro, Landa, Or- 
pinal, Romero and Adana, all of whom 
made the long march on 
Presidio, Texas, to Marfa and thence 
by rail to El Paso.

A bond issue. 

A larger tax rate. 

The latter eliminates itself automatically. 
The former only remains. 

if Atlanta does not now catch up with 
her long-accumulated delinquencies, what 
will happen? 

Our school system may be hopelessly im- 
paired. The development of the city along 
all lines will be arrested. 

That is the immediate penalty. 

The penalty in the future is more sin- 
ister. For some day these things will have 
to be done in self-preservation. Our chil- 
dren will have to do them. The expense 
will be far greater then than now. 

These are plain truths. They may not be 
palatable. But even less palatable will be 
the consequences of ignoring them.

WOULDN’T IT JAR YOU? 


If you were a respectable citizen home- 
ward plodding your weary way, just at 
dusk;

CHURCH AND LABOR. 


The Universalist, the Tabernacle Baptist 
and other churches in Atlanta have entered 
upon a practical] innovation in inviting rep- 
resentatives of organized labor to occupy 
their pulpits from time to time. 

Last Sunday night Jerome Jones, editor 
of The Journal of Labor: J. W. Armistead, 
president of the Atlanta Typographical 
union, and J. L. Rodier, formerly of Wash- 
ington, delivered addresses on the “Ethics 
and Philosophy” of organized labor. The 
Universalist church and others are arrang- 
ing similar programs in the near future. 

The people of Atlanta generally, and the 
church-goers particularly, can with profit be 
educated in the latter-day code of labor, and 
the high ideals it has promulgated for its 
membership. There is something sacred in 
the manner in which fundamental toil has 
been dignified in this country and skilled 
artisanship had thrown around it a hedge 
for protection against oppression and for 
the insuring of its rights. It is true, too, 
that the spirit of fraternity that character- 
izes organized labor has been of much avail 
in teaching men higher standards. It is a 
gospel of democracy that, in part at least, 
we believe is destined to spread throughout 
the body politic.

FIRST, BLUE PRINT ATLANTA. 


The Constitution publishes today a card 
from S. C. Henry, in which he protests that 
additional appropriation to the public school 
system should take right-of-way over the 
vital street improvement projects on both 
sides of the city indorsed by the finance 
committee. 

To attempt to remedy the school situa- 
tion out of current revenue would be to 
apply a futile poultice. The one remedy is 
for every element of citizenry to get to- 
gether and demand a bond issue that shall 
standardize not only school, but every other 
facility. The money available to new 
schools today would hardly finance the 
architects’ fees. The buildings started, they 
might remain partially completed for years 
if we are to depend upon the current reve- 
nue folly. The bond issue is the one way. 
But a relatively small amount will keep 
going these great street key-improvements 
upon which the future development of the 
city is so infallibly dependent. 

It has reached the point where it is im- 
possible for the city to make any stable 
progress in any direction, educational or 
otherwise, unless it is blue-printed as to 
grades and street contours. That task, aside 
from the factor of health and the preserva- 
tion of law and order, is the supreme obli- 
gation of any city. The foundation comes 
first in city building and in city rehabilita- 
tion. After that comes the superstructure. 
And the foundation comprehends streets, 
especially trunk streets, laid out perma- 
nently, so that property-owners, whether 
humble dwellers or heavy investors, may 
make their plans with a measureable degree 
of certainty. After that is effected the 
corollary parts of the city’s program are to 
be considered. Ivy street, for instance, is a 
typical illustration of a section of the city 
literally released from bonds of quasi-stagna- 
tion. And the widening of Peachtree’s 
bottle neck, as well as the Whitehall and 
Spring and West Peachtree projects, all are 
aimed at relieving congested conditions that 
penalize the whole community and its 
progress. : 


MR. HARRISON’S SPEECH. 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a 
resume of the striking address made in 
Chattanooga last evening by President Fair- 
fax Harrison, new head of the Southern 
railway. 

The keynote of the speech was that the 
Southern is largely a southern-owned and 
southern-officered corporation; that it adapts 
its policies to the interests and advance- 
ment of the section it traverses: and that 
the people it serves are invited to a free 
policy of co-operation with its management. 

It is significant that President Harrison 
did not omit to criticise railroad delinquen- 
cies of the past. But he claimed the old 
buccaneering creed was an exceptional one, 
that it was a part of yesterday, and that 
the honest road should not be condemned 
along with the “black sheep.”’ 

The Southern and the people living in its 
territory are to be congratulated upon the 
accession to authority of a man who, like 
Mr. Harrison, has so striking a conception 
of the tendency of the times. It is easy to 
prophesy that under his regime this magnifi- 
cent property will achieve new prosperity 
and square-dealing usefulness.

REMINISCENCES ABOUT 
OLD OGLETHORPE 


Editor Constitution: In looking over my 
grandmother's scrap book I find some notices 
of the social life of old Oglethorpe univer- 
sity. Reminiscences, even though of simple 
occurrences, are generally enjoyed, and just 
at this time, when so much interest is felt 
in the effort to raise funds for the re- 
establishing of the university, there may be 
some who will like to look backwards and 
take a peep at the social side of the old 


school. 

Those mentioned.here have probably all 
passed away, but there are many who will 
remember their names and deeds. 

Away back in the forties and fifties, when 
Oglethorpe was in its prime, the social life 
of Midway, the aristocratic suburb of Mil- 
ledgeville, where it was located, centered 
around the college. ‘It seems it was custom- 
ary for the students to give a large party 
on the Fourth of July. Miss Martha Crow- 
der, afterwards Mrs. Green, wife of Dr. 
Thomas F. Green, late superintendent of the 
state sanitarium, was always interested in 
the affairs of the students and was a most 
capable helper in their social entertainments. 
She has preserved in her scrap book much 
that is interesting of the happenings, po- 
litically, socially and otherwise, of her day. 
A little note found in the book runs thus: 

“College Campus, July 2, 1853. 

“Miss Crowder: We, the committee of 
arrangements, would be very happy indeed 
to have you come down to the college Mon- 
day to help fix the table. Come in the morn- 
ing, about 10 o’clock. Yours. 

“THE COMMITTEE. 
“Hunter, Hamilton, Beaty, Bryan, D. Boggs, 
W. Boggs.’ 
A Historic Cake. 

The story goes that for this occasion she 
madé a great cake, so wonderfully embossed 
and' decorated in fringes, lace, flowers, 
peaks, etc., of frail white icing, that it be- 
came a problem how it was to be safely 
transported the mile that stretched between 
her home and the college. 

But the ever-faithful black “aunty” was 
utilized as the carrier. With a tray con- 
taining the cake resting on the top of her 
head she was told to walk the mile counting 
three between each step. She was promised 
a beautiful “muslin” dress if it was carried 
without a break. The cake was delivered 
safely. Whether the mile was stepped off 
to the count of three times three is not re- 
corded, but at any rate the dress was won.

TRIAL OF 
LINCOLN’S ASSASSINS. 


When John Wilkes Booth shot Abraham 


Lincoln at Ford’s theater on the night of 
April 14, 1865, the world was shocked at 
the crime. Booth escaped from the theater 
and fled to Virginia, where he was cornered 
in the barn of Richard Henry Garrett, near 
Port Royal, where he was shot. The barn 
was fired, and Booth’s body was dragged 
out. 

David C. Herold, one of the conspirators, 
was with Booth in the barn. He was put in 
irons and with the body of Booth was trans- 
ferred to the monitor Montauk from a tug. 
Booth’s body was placed in a grave of an 
old penitentiary, where it remained until 
1869, when President Johnson gave Edwin 
Booth, the actor, permission to have it re- 
moved to the cemetery at Baltimore. 

The conspirators with Booth were one aft- 
er the other rounded up and placed in the 
penitentiary at Washington. On May 10, 
1865, the commission to try these conspira- 
tors held their first session. The room in 
which the trial was held was one of the 
large rooms of the penitentiary. The com- 
mission to sit in judgment consisted of Ma- 
jor General David Hunter, Major General 
Lew Wallace, Brevet Major General August 
V. Kautz, Brigadiers General Alvin P. Howe, 
T. M. Harris, Joseph Holt and Robert 5. 
Foster, Brevet Brigadier General James A. 
Kikin, Brevet Colonel C. H. Tompkins, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel David R. Clendenin, Judge Ad- 
vocate Henry L.. Burnett, Hon. John A. Bing- 
ham, with Brevet Major General John F., 
Hartranft of Pennsylvania, acting as special 
provost marshal. 

During the 
court were all 
around a large 


trial the members of the 
in full uniform. They sat 
table, while the prisoners 
were arranged on a platform about four 
feet broad and one foot from the floor. At 
the appointed hour for the trial to begin the 
woebegone procession, consisting of David 
C. Harold, George W. Atzerot, Louis Payne, 
Edward Spangler, Samuel B. Arnold, Michael 
O'Loughlin, Samuel Mudd and Mrs. Surratt, 
wound its way into the court. 

Mrs. Surratt had the left-hand corner to 
herself, and the seven male prisoners sat 
sandwiched between six soldiers. Dr. Mudd 
wore handcuffs connecting with chains, but 
the bracelets of the other male prisoncrs 
were joined by wide bars of iron ten inches 
long, which kept their arms apart. All the 
Prisoners excepting Mrs. Surratt wore ank- 
lets connected by short chains, which hamp- 
ered their walk, and heavy iron balls were 
also attached by chains to the limbs of Payue 
and Atzerodt. 

It took several days for the court to ful- 
ly organize for the work. It was not until 
Friday, May 12, that they were ready to take 
testimony. Spangler, Herold, Payne, Atz- 
erodt and O'Loughlin were charged dir2ctly 
with assisting in the murder, while Arnold, 
Mudd and Mrs. Surratt, who were ‘absent 
from the scene,” were charged with havire 
“harbored, aided and assisted” the more ac- 
tive conspirators. 

At the time of the 
forty-five years old, 
three, -Herold was twenty-three, -Pavne, 
son of a minister, was twenty-seven: 
Mudd was forty-five, Arnold was t-eenty- 
eight, Spangler’s age could not be definitely 
ascetained, while O’Loughlin was about 
thirty-five. 

The trial continued without interruption 
until] June 29, when the court began the 
summing up of the case behind closed doors, 
nv «ne being admitted. What took place 
in that third-story room of the penitevitiary 
during these “findings,” only the court rec- 
ords show. There was much secrecy in the 
deliberations that followed and it was not 
until Julv 6 that the findings of ts.c court 
were made public. The four condemned to 
death were Herold Payne, Atzeroe@t and 
Mrs. Surratt. Dr. Mudd was sentenced fwur 
life to Dry Tortugas, but was pardoned hv 
President Johnson on February 8, 1869. Ar- 
nold and Spangler, who had received a sim- 
llar sentence, were pardoned March 21, 1869, 
and O'Loughlin died of yellow fever in this 
prison on September 23. 1867. 

The four prisoners ordered to be hanged 
were executed at 1 o'clock on July 7. The 
trial had continued for fifty-three days dur- 
ing which three or four hundred witnesses 
were examined. The only other pecson who 
could in any way be implicated was John 
H Surratt, who had escaped and was ar- 
rested in Italy, where he was serving as 2a 
soldier, on November 2, 1866. He was brought 
to this country, placed on trial June 19, 1867, 
and this trial dragged along until Auzust 7, 
and he was finally released from prison a 
free man, although {ft is generally thought 
that had Surratt been caught in time to be 
tried by the military commission, nothing 
could have saved him from the fate of his 
mother.

Mr. Harold F. McCormick, of Chicago 
“commuted” regularly last summer between 
his home at Lake Forest and his office in 
the Harvester Building, a distance of twenty- 
eight miles, at an average mile-a-minute 
speed.

Out of 
eighty-eight calendar days, between July 
26 and October 23, there were thirty-eight 
flying days; that is, when the weather was 
absolutely fine for flying; the longest time 
on a single trip was forty-one minutes 
against a head-wind.

SWEEPING CHANGES 
ARE NOT NECESSARY 


Nothing to Be Torn Up by 
Roots — Individuals Who 

“Violate Law to Be Punish- 
ed Instead of Business. 


Washington, January 20.—A message 
of business peace *® and industrial 
freedom was delivered by President 
Wilson today to congress, in the hall 
of the house. Legislators and spec- 
tators sat in silence as the president 
outlined the administration's policy to- 
ward “big business.” 

Admission to the house was “by 
ticket only,” and many were turned 
away to crowd the corridors, in the 
hope of catching a glimpse of the 
president as he read his address. 

Misses Eleanor and Margaret Wil- 
gon, with Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, 
were among the early arrivals. 

Hundreds of people, straining for a 
glimpse of the president, and unable 
to- secure admission, packed the halls 


of the capitol. 
A Roar of Applause. 

The roar of applause that began 
when the president entered was only 
stilled by Mr. Wilson’s evident desire 
to .proceed with his reading. As the 
president read his message of “Busi- 
ness Peace and Industrial Freedom,” 
as administration supporters called it, 
he frequently was’ interrupted with 
jong applause and, at times, demon- 
strations approaching cheering. 

The president’s rounded sentences 
carried to the furthermost corner of 
the packed galleries. His declarations 
{mat the laws against trusts should 
“tear nothing up by the roots,” and 
that “no sweeping or novel change is 
necessary,” were received in attentive 
gilence. The first applause, led by Re- 
publican Leader Mann, _ greeted his 
declaration in favor of giving the in- 
terstate commerce commission power 
to regulate railroad finances. | 

The president’s auditors were stirred 
to more applause by his statement as 
to railroad control, with its declara- 
tion that the “business of production 
must be separated from the business 


of transportation.” 

His declaration in favor of the crea- 
tidn of a trade commission, with au- 
thority to direct the dissolution of in- 
combinations, was passed in 
cheers greeted his state- 
ment that “penalties and punishment 
should fall, not upon business itself, 
but upon the individuals who use the 
instrumentalities of business to do 
things which public policy and sound 
business practice condemns.”

Address of the President. 


The president spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Congress: In my 
report ‘on the state of the 
which I had the privilege of reading 
to you on the 2d of December last, I 
ventured to reserve for discussion at a 
later date the subject of additional leg- 
islation regarding the very difficult 
and intricate matter of trusts and 
monopolies. The time now seems 
opportune to turn to that great 
question, not only because the 
currency legislation, which ab- 
sorbed your attention and the atten- 
lion of the country in December, .is now 
‘disposed of, but also because opinion 
seems to be clearing about us with 
singular rapidity in this other great 
fleld of action. In the matter of the 
currency it cleared suddenly and very 
happily after the much-debated act 
Was passed; in respect of the monopo- 
lies which have multiplied about us 
and in regard to the various means by 
which they have been organized and 
maintained, it seems to be coming toa 
clear and all but universal agreement 
in anticipation of our action, as if by 
way of preparation, making the way 
easier to see and easier to set out upon 
with confidence and without confu- 
sion of counsel. 
* “Legislation has its atmosphere like 
everything else, and theatmosphere of 
accommodation and mutual under- 
standing, which we now breathe with 
so much refreshment, is matter of sin- 
cere congratulation. It ought to make 
our task very much less difficult and 
embarrassing than it would have been 
had we been obliged to continue to act 
amidst the atmosphere of suspicion and 
antagonism which has so long made it 
impossible to approach such questions 
with dispassionate fairness. Construc- 
tive legislation, when successful, is al- 
ways the embodiment of convincing 
experiences and of the mature public

Masters of Business Yielding. 


“The great business men who organ- 
ized onl financed monopoly and those 
who administered it in actual every- 
day transactions, have, year after year, 
until now, either denied its existence 
or justified it as necessary for the ef- 
fective maintenance and development 
of the vast business processes of the 
country in the modern .circumstances 
of trade and manufactures finance: but 
all the while opinion has made hard 
against them. The average business 
man is convinced that the ways of lib- 
erty are also the ways of peace, and 
the ways of success as well, and at last 
the masters of business on the great 
scale have begun to yield their pref- 
erence and purpose, perhaps their 
judgment, also, in honorable surrender. 

“What we are proposing to do, there- 
fore, is, happily, not to hamper or in- 
terfere with business as enlightened 
business men prefer to do it, or in any 
sense to put it under the ban. The an- 
tagonism between business and gov- 
ernment is over. We are now about 
to give expression to the best business 
judgment of America, to what we Know 
to be the business conscience and honor 
of the land. The government and busli- 
ness men are ready to meet each other 
half way in a common effort to square 
business methods with both pubiic 
opinion and the law. The best informed 
men of the business world condemn the 
methods and processes and conse- 
quences of the monopoly as we con- 
demn them: and the instinctive judg- 
ment of the vast majority of business 
men everywhere goes with them. We 
shall now be their spokesmen. That is 
the strength of our position and the 
cure prophecy of what will ensue when 
our reasonable work is done. 

“When serious contest ends, when 
men unite in opinion and purpose, 
those who are to change their ways of 
business joining with those who ask 
for the change, it is possible to effect 
it in the way in. which prudent and 
thoughtful and patriotic men would 
wish to see it brought about, with as 
few, as slight, as easy and simple busi- 
ness readjustments as possible in the

“Fortunately, no measures of sweep- 
ing or novel change are necessary. It 
will be understood that our object. is 
not to unsettle business or anywhere 
seriously to break its established 
courses athwart. On the contrary, we 
desire the laws we are now about to 
pass to be the bulwarks and safe- 
guards of industry against the forces 
that have disturbed it. What we have 
to do can be done in a new spirit, in 
thoughtful moderation, without revo- 
lution or any untoward kind. 

“We are all agreed that ‘private 
monopoly is indefensible and intoler- 
able,’ and our program is founded upon 
that conviction. It will be a compre- 
hensive, but not a radical or acceptable, 
program, and these are its items, the 
changes which opinion deliberately 
sanctions and for which business waits: 

‘It waits with acquiescence, in the 
first place, for laws which will ef- 
fectually prohibit and prevent such 
interlockings of the personnel of the 
directorates of great corporations— 
banks and railroads, industrial, com- 
mercial and public service bodies—as 
in effect result in making those who 
borrow and those who lend practically 
one, and the same: those who sell and 
those who buy, but the same persons 
trading with one another under differ- 
ent names and in different combina- 
tions and those who affect to compete 
in fact partners and masters of some 
whole field of business. Sufficient time 
should be allowed, of course, in which 
to effect these changes of organiza- 
‘tion without inconvenience of § con- 
fusion. 

“Such a prohibition will work much 
more more than a mere negative good 
by correcting the serious evils which 
have arisen, because, for example, the 
men who have been the directing spir- 
its of the great investment banks have

CHANGES IN SHEET 
OPPOSED BY MAYOR 


} 
Woodward Will Insist on’ 


$85,000 Appropriation for, 
Purchase of Fire Alarm: 
System in 1914. 


Regardless of the views of council, 
Mayor James G. Woodward will insist 
that the 1914 apportionment sheet carry 
$85,000 to pay for the newly installed 
fire alarm system. ae 

The mayor holds the whip hand in| 
this matter—he is in a position to 
dictate terms to the Oken!te company— 
and he can keep the company from any 
of the city’s money ff he is in that 
frame of mind. But the mayor wants 
to get the fire alarm contract wiped 
off the city’s ledger in order that he 
might devote the remainder of the year 
to cleaning up other little debts which 
have. been a source of worry to his ad- 
ministration. 

Will Be Clear of Debt. 


“at the end of the year the city will 
be practically clear of debt,” Mayor 
Woodward says. “The only item which 
will amount to anything will be the 
note of the Joseph E. Brown estate 
for $11,250, which will represent the 
last payment on the school lot on 
Washington avenue. The interest on 
that note will amount to $337.50, and 
will be due on January 15. After that 
matter is liquidated all the moral obli- 
gations I inherited will be wiped clean 
from the city’s books, and next year the 
finance committee will have not less 
than $500,000 surplus to work with 
after taking care of the operating ex- 
penses of the various city depart- 
ments.’’ 

Mayor Woodward insisted that the 
finance committee include $85,000 in 
the sheet to pay for the fire alarm sys- 
tem, and he will stand pat on his de- 
cision that the contract be paid for 
this vear. 

Alderman John S. Candler, who is 
said to be ready to lead a rebellion in 
ecounci! against the finance sheet, told 
members of the finance committee that 
he was disappointed in the manner in 
which some of the money was appor- 
tioned. He said that it is absurd for 
the city to attempt to pay cash for a 
crematory and a fire alarm system in 
one year, and he takes the position 
that the committee should have put 
only $5,000 in the sheet for the fire 
alarm this vear. 


Atlanta Could Rent System. 

“We have a good contract with the 
Okenite company to rent the system 
for a year for $5,000," Judge Candler 
is reported to have told one member 
of the committee. “If at the end of 
that time the city sees fit to buy the 
system outright there is nothing to 
prevent it.’ 

Mayor Woodward says the fire alarm 
contract is going to be liquidated this 
year. He declares that it would be un- 
wise, in his opinion, for the city to pay 
the company $5,000 for one vear’s rent, 
and then turn around and make a bar- 
gain for its purchase on a eash basis. 
He says that even though the contract 
does stipulate that any money paid by 
the city on account of the rental of 
the system can be applied to the pur- 
chase price in the event the city de- 
cides to buy, there is no reason why 
the city should not take hold of the 
proposition in a business-like way and 
save time 2nd interest for the city and 
the company. 

Mayor Woodward showed just how 
he stood with reference to the fire 
alarm contract by his comment when 
he learned that Manager Underhill 
asked the finance committee to pro- 
vide for the fire alarm contract inthe 
apportionment sheet. 

“It makes little difference what @he 
finance committee does for the com- 
pany, but it appears to me that the 
company’s representatives will accom- 
Plish more by dealing with me, and 
not with the committee,” he said. “The 
supreme court has decided the manner 
in which these contracts shall be dealt 
with. That decision took the fire 
alarm contract, the crematory contract 
and other moral obligations out of the 
hands of council. If the company 
wants a settlement with the city let 
its representatives come to me and get 
the -matter on a legal basis. Then, and 
not until then, will they get one penny 
of the city’s money. 


Take Matter to People. 

“If they don’t want to deal with me 
let them take the matter to the peo- 
ple. If they say that the money shall 
be paid as the company dictates Tl 
sign the checks for it, but not until 
then,”’ 

It is now regarded as certain 
the finance sheet will be thrown 
a caucus, and that it will be amended 
as the caucus dictates. Mayor Wood- 
ward will not discuss his probable at- 
titude on changes other than in the 
$85,000 item for the Okenite company. 
He is emphatically opposed to mutila- 
tion of the sheet.

IN 43,200 GAMES

New York, January 20.—Figures, 
showing the popularity of intercolle- 
kiate football during the season of 
1913, have been compiled by Parke Da- 
vis, Princeton’s member of the rules 
committees and a noted sports statisti- 
cian. According to his data four hun- 
dred colleges and five thousand schools 
throughout the country were repre- 
sented by elevens last autumn. Ap- 
proximately 48,200 games were played 
and 150,000 piayers participated in the 
contests ana practice. Piacing the av- 
erage attendance at these games as low 
as 300, the total pee vunee would not 
be far from 13,000,0 

The statistics ain some unusual 
features, including long runs, field goal 
kicks, high scores and pecullar plays. 
The longest goal from the field was a 
place kick of 52 vards, scored by Car] 
Woodward, of Tulane university, 
against St. Louls university. 

The honor for the longest drop kick 
scoring a goal goes to a schoolboy, 
James M. Porter, of McKenzie school, 
who, in a game against Hackley school, 
sent the ball spinning over the bar 45 
yards distant. 

The longest goal from drop Kick 
by a college player in 1913 was the 43- 
yard goal by H. A. H. Baker, of Prince- 
ton, against Yale. Separated from 
Baker by a single vard are R. M. Gal- 
vin, of Pittsburg, and NM. P. 
Rutgers. Two other place 
titled to mention were a 45-yard goal 
achieved by Ronald Kinney, of Trinity, 
against New York univ ersity, and a 46- 
vard goal by H. A. W* Baker, of Prince- 
ton, against Holy Cross. 

The record for the greatest number 
of field goals by a singre player in one 
game goes to Charles EK. Brickley, of 
Harvard, who scored five against Yale. 
Pressing him closely is the schoolboy 
performer, Porter, who, in the game 
against Hackley, referred to, kicked 
three other goals from. the field, all by 
drop kicks, making forr for the ‘day. 

The longest run of the year was ac- 
complished by H. W. Richards, of Pitts- 
burg, who, catching Buecknell’s kick- 
off one yard behind his own goal_line, 
ran 101 yards for a tuuchdown. One of 
the surprising features of 1913 was the 
frequency of these runs from kick-off. 
Hitherto they have ween so rare that 
seldom more than wvne has appeared 
a season. In the autumn 
just past not less than nine occurred 
in the larger. games. 

Analysis for long runs showed that 
the majority of them began with an in- 
tercepted forward pass.

nationalistic message ever sent to con- 
gress. 

“Of course I am very much pleased 
with so much of the president’s mes- 
sage as relates to the issuance of 
stocks and bonds by railroads. Other 
propositions of the president will re- 
quire careful consideration, but his 
message goes very far towards favor- 
ing the powers of the general govern- 
ment at the expense of the state gov- 
ernments and is the strongest nation- 
alistic message ever sent to congress. 

“It will be a bitter pill to our south- 
ern states’ rights friends, who have for 
years consistently opposed every 
proposition favored in the measure, but 
I hope the republicans will get behind 
the president on some of the proposi- 
tions and help him enact them into 
law.” 

Senator Jones, of Washington, a 
progressive leader, was not sure as his 
colleagues that the president’s plan 
would satisfy the country. “I am not 
so certain,” he said, “that the presi- 
dent’s plan will be reassuring to busi- 
ness. It depends entirely on how it is 
worked out. You cannot make a thing 
not destructive merely by saving that 
it is not destructive. I look for a 
long, long session.” 

Senator Bristow, of Kansas. assert- 
ed that he would wait to see the bills 
that spring from the presidént’s sug- 
gestions before he made comment. “If 
the bills are as reactionary as the cur- 
rency bill,” he declared, “I certainly 
will not support them.” 

Democratic Leaders Enthusiastic. 

Democratic leaders were enthusiastic 
over the message. Senator Kern de- 
clared it would command the admira- 
tion and confidence of the country. 

Representative Underwood, demo- 
cratic leader of the house, said: 

“I regard it as a great conservative 
state paper that points the way to 
progressive remedial legislation that 
will relieve the people from evil prac- 
tice, and at the same time the tone of 
the message is such that it leaves no 
cause for alarm by legitimate business 
interests.” 

“As always, the president 
tersely and with clarity,” said Vice 
President Marshall. “While it recom- 
mends radical reforms, the message is 
couched in conservative terms.” 

“It’s a very fine message—that tells 
the whole story and how can one say 
more?” was the comment of Speaker 
Clark. 

Attorney General McReynolds said: 
“It is a peculiarly brilliant and lucid 
message, setting forth what is de- 
manded by the situation with wonder- 
ful force.” 

The trade commission bill to be in- 
troduced in the senate by the inter- 
state commerce committee, it was 
stated tonight, follows very much the 
form of the Newlands bill, introduced 
at the last session.
